I he Emperor ordered Ras Kassa, commander in chief of 
the Ethiopian northern front, to push northward and meet the 
Italians with his 75,000 men. Ras Kassa left with his army 
immediately for the Takazze-Setit River. This river is of great 
strategic importance in northwestern Ethiopia. The Ethiopians 
claim whatever towns were taken in the north by Italy, were 
captured without resistance, the Negus having ordered his 
descending forces to withdraw. Now he believes is the time to 
begin the real fighting. 
30,000 tribesmen were ordered to leave today to reinforce 
the I 5,000 guarding the route from Mt. Messa Ali in north­ 
eastern Ethiopia to the interior. 30,000 more were headed for 
this region from Aussa Province.
